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The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  re sponsihility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  coo-oeration  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  puhlic  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,   there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  commercial  interests,   teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa~ 
tion  at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Herman  V.  Strang 
State-wide  Work  projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.  Official 
project,  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  25  and  27, 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  official 
who  collect,  lata  on  crops  and  livestock  as  required  under  the  lova  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townshios  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistic 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete,

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IOWA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  POWESHIEK  COm^TY 

Poweshiek  County  was  establisned  on  February  17,  1843,  and  named  for  a 
chief  of  the  Sac  Indians.     The  nane  Poweshiek  signifies  "Roused  Bear. " 

Richard  B.  Ogden  was  the  first  white  settler,   taking  a  claim  in  Union  Town- 
ship in  the  spring  of  1843.    Daniel  and  Joseph  W.  Satchell  and  Richard  Cheeseman 
settled  near  him  the  sane  year  and  settlements  soon  sprang  up  all  over  the 
county.     The  county  was  formally  organized  in  April,  1848,  and  the  county'-seat 
was  located  on  the  site  where  Montezuma  now  stands. 

In  March,  1854,  J.  B.  Grinnell,  Dr.  Thomas  Holyoke,  Rev,  Homer  Hamlin  and 
Henry  M,  Hamilton,  from  the  States  of  New  York  and  Massachusetts,  laid  out  a 
town  for  the  purpose  of  planting  a  colony  and  founding  a  college.     The  town  was 
named  Grinnell  and  the  college  hearing  that  nane  was  founded  in  1855, 

Brooklyn  was  platted  "by  Rohert  Manatt  in  April,  1855,  and  Mai  com  was  laid 
out  in  1866. 

The  Rock  Island  Railroad  was  huilt  through  the  towns  of  Brooklyn  and  Grin- 
nell in  1863.  1/ 

Area 

Poweshiek  County  is  ahout  24  miles  square  and  has  an  area  of  580  square 
miles  2/,  or  371,200  acres.     Of  this  number,  360,146  acres  are  listed  as  farm 
lands.     3/     There  are  16  townships  in  the  cou^ity  and  it  ranks  twenty-four th  in 
point  of  size  in  the  State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Poweshiek  County  are  grouped  into  four  classes  according  to 
their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom- 
land.    The  drift  soils  cover  13.3  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into 
Slielby  loam — 8.1  percent,  Carrington  loam — 3.7  percent,  Lindley  silt  loam — 1,C 
percent,  and  the  Lindley  loam— 0.5  percent.     The  loess  soils  cover  69,6  percent 
of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  Tama  silt  loam — 52.6  percent,  Clinton  silt 
loam — 7.4  percent,  Muscatine  silt  loam — 6.9  percent,  and  Grundy  loams — 2.7  per- 
cent.    The  terrace  soils  cover  1.5  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into 
Waukesha  silt  loam — 0.9  percent,  Judson  silt  loam — 0.2  percent,  Bremer  loams- 
-0.3  percent,  and  Jackson  silt  loam — 0.1  percent.     The  swamp  and  bottom-land 
soils  cover  15.5  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Wabash  loams — 15.5 
percent,  and  the  Genesee  silt  loar^i — 0,1  percent.  4/ 

Topogra-phy 

Poweshiek  County  is  a  part  of  a  level  plain  that  originally  sloped  gently 
to  the  east  and  south,  but  the  surface  is  now  broken  by  a  number  of  nearly

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parallel  stream  valleys.     These  valleys  are  from  50  to  150  feet  'belo"'  the 
level  of  the  original  plain.     In  the  northeastern  two-thirds  of  the  county  the 
stream  flow  is  generally  eastward,  but  in  the  southwestern  third  the  streams 
flow  in  an  almost  southerly  direction.     Between  the  stream  valleys,  there  are 
flat  or  gently  rolling  divides  which  are  remnants  of  the  original  plain.  Tri- 
butaries of  the  main  stream,  and  intermittent  drainageways,  extend  hack  into 
the  uplands,  producing  a  gently  rolling  topograpny,    Uneroded  remains  of  tiie 
Dlain  extend  in  narrow  widths  for  several  miles  along  the  tops  of  many  of  the 
divides.     The  longest  of  these  extends  for  15  miles  "between  G-rinnell  and  i1onte~ 
zuna.     The  southern  slopes  to  the  streams  are  short,  irregular,  rounded,  and  in 
some  places  steep,  while  the  northern  slopes  are  gradual  and  more  or  less  regu- 
lar up  to  the  crest  of  the  divide.     The  main  streams  are  gradually  deexienin^; 
their  channels  and  the  North  Skunk  River  is  down  to  "bedrock  in  many  places. 
There  are  a  few  terraces  in  the  county,  mainly  developed  along  the  North  Skunk 
River. 

The  drainage  of  the  county  is  effected  by  the  Worth  Skunk  River,  North 
Jork  English,  Deep  River,  Bear  Creek,  and  their  tributaries,  5/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-193 a  incl.)  was  48,7  degree s._6/ 
The  average  precipitation  for  54  years  (1876-1930)  was  34,43  inches,  and  the 
growing  season  averaged  165  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  April  26 
and  October  8,  recorded  over  a  period  of  37  years  (1893-1930) ».  7_/ 

Population 

The  first  State  census  of  this  county,  1849,  listed  a  population  of  443, 
The  growth  was  quite  rapid  until  1880,     The  population  has  remained  more  or 
less  constant  since  that  time.     At  present,  a  slight  recession  seems  to  be  in 
progress.     It  has  a  density  of  62  persons  per  square  mile,  as  compared  with  the 
State  density  of  44,     The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  inhabitants  re- 
corded at  10-year  intervals:

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In  1930,  the  foreign  born  and  native  ''iiite  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  or 
mixed  parentage  totaled  4,352,  or  23.2  -oercent  of  the  total  population.

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  vrere  six  cooperative  institutions  in  oioeration  in  th'-s 
county--one  elevator,  one  creamery,   two  livestock  enterprises,  one  petroleum 
plant  and  one  '■aerchandi  se  e  stahli  shnent , 

As  a  whole, they  had  2,123  members,  of  "rhich  2,035  vrere  active,  and  2,925 
persons  did  business  with  the  six  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  $751,529  and  the  purchasing  cooTDer''*tives  transacted  $233, 
326  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  ma^'  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooDeratives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  13/ 

Frui  t 

The  largest  report  of  ap-oles  in  Poweshiek  County  was  in  1884  when  65,909 
trees  and  44,658  bushels  were  recorded.     In  1^34  there  were  only  14,654  trees 
and  3,364  bushels.     The  record  year  for  peaches  and  cherries  was  in  1909.  In 
that  year,  12,171  peach  trees  yielded  138  bushels,  and  14,133  cherry  trees 
produced  4,722  bushels.     The  largest  number  of  plum  trees,  12,557,  was  record- 
ed in  1909,  but  the  greatest  production,   1,992  bushels,  was  listed  in  1884, 
The  record  grape  Toroduction  was  in  1884,  when  151,310  pounds  of  grapes  were 
reoorted.  14/

The  crop  assessors'   statistical  "oreakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows 
(1)  all  corn,   (2)   corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  com 
cut  for  fodder  and  (5)   corn  hogged  off,     A  total  production  is  given  for  each 
farm  which  includes  p nly  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals  of 
production,   the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  nultiplied  hy  the  yield 
(derived  "by  dividing  total  busnels  corn  husked  "by  total  acres  husked)  and 
added  to  sunnations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This 
assunies  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  sejne  yield  as  that 
actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  "both  poor  crop  years,   separa,te  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  raade  bv  the  state  assessors'  office  "because 
it  was  felt  that  fanners  in  those  years  would  select  their  hest  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  -^uld  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  "by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  "by  comities  only  and  not        townships.     The  township 
yields  for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  "based  only 
on  acreage  husked  for  grain  and  "bushels  hus'ked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is 
shown  hy  township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  nultiply  it  "by  the 
acrepi^e  shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure. 
The  county  summary  ta'ble  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1935  have  "been 
adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  j'ields  may 
legitimately  "be  multiplied  "by  the  acreages  snown  there  to  arrive  at  total 
p  "eductions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  vears  actual  township  productions  may  "be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figvires  shown  in  the  ta'bles  since  corn  yield  has  "been  as- 
sumed to  he  etual  in  all  utilizations,.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields 
are,  therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936^

The  figures  for  1936,  1937,  1938  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of 
Agriculture , and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  state  farm 
assessors'  figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  21  and  com- 
parison v/ith  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the 
unadjusted  state  farm  assossors'  figures.
